A nurse’s heroism was credited 
with saving the lives of three small 
ehildren and their parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. McNear, Atherton so- 
cialites, in a spectacular early- 


morning fire which nearly destroy- 
ed the $45,000 McNear residence on 
McCormick road in Atherton early 
Monday. 

Four firemen, including Fire Chief 
Thomas Cuff of Menlo Park were 
injured in fighting the flames, which 
painted the sky a bright red and 
were visible for miles. 

Those injured were: 

CHIEF THOS. CUFF, 
foot. 

LIEUTENANT GEORGE CART- 
ER, nail in right foot. 

ALLEN ALWALD, first degree 
burns about the face, overcome by 
smoke. 

EDWARD COLSON, burns on 
right hand. 

Despite their injuries, however, 
the quartet, following emergency 
treatment, returned to join the bat- 
tle and help bring the conflagra- | 
tion under contro] after more than 
en hour and a half of fighting . 

The first was discovered a few 
minutes before 1 o‘’clock Monday 
morning by Nadene Plough, the 
nurse, who was awakened by crackl- 
ing of the flames. Her first thought 
was to save the McNear children.

This in- 
crease is especially noticable in Daly 
City, Half Moon Bay District on 
the coastside, Menlo Park and North 
Fair Oaks.

Will Sanctions Stop War 


Will the economie sanctions of the League 
of Nations stop Italy’s march into Ethiopia? 
This is the question a war-weary world is ask- 
ing, as fifty nations unite in a three-fold econ- 
omic and financial ‘‘battle’’ against the bell- 
igerant plans of Il Duce. 

Some League members see not only col- 
lapse of the East African military enterprises, 
but the ultimate downfall of Mussolini’s Fa- 
seist regime as a result of these sanctions. 
They predict that the combined forces of the 
League, plus the climate and topography of 
Ethiopia will be too much for Mussolini. 

Such astute observers as George Bernard 
Shaw and Lloyd George, however, believe that 
Italy will not be stopped. To do any good, 
they point out, economic sanctions should have 
been instituted before a single Italian cannon 
had rumbled across the Ethiopia border. 

The Englishmen add that the League has 
been so clumsy and slow that Italy has forseen 
its moves, and already has stored up great 
supplies of and 
needed for war. Then, too, Mussolini ean still 


ammunition raw materials 

do husiness with neutral nations. Soon Brazil, 
Germany, Austria and Switzerland will be get- 
ting all the Italian trade which is now being 
enjoyed by League members. 

The only way to make the sanctions effee- 
tive, says Lloyd George, is to blockade Italy’s 
ports with gunboats. This is the only way to 
stop all ‘“‘leaks.’’ Of course, if military sane- 
tions are employed, another European war will 
be inevitable. Already many nations have 

entered the mad race of inereasing armaments, 
much to the joy of arms manufacturers. This 
race, plus present critical eonditions, eould 
very easily lead to another world conflict, a 
conflict which might wreek Europe past all 
rehabilitation. 

In the light of recent history, a eompari- 
son of the two “‘schools of thught’’—the one 
saying economie sanetions will be effective 
and the other claiming it is too late for any- 


thing but military aetion—seems to favor the 
latter school. Although the Ethiopian cam-

Funds for the diversified work |

will come from the state gaso- | 


line tax, state motor vehicle fees, | 
regular Federal aid and a special 
allotment from the Federal gov- 
ernment to be used for relieving 
unemployment. 

The reguiar state budget allot- 
ment for highway construction 
totals $61,321,919. Estimated in- 
come for the 1935-37 biennium to 
provide for this amount is $46,- 
500,000 from the state’s two cents 
a gallon share of the gas tax, $5,- 
308,000 from the state’s share of 
the motor vehicle fees and $9,513,- 
919 from the regular Federal fund, 

Disbursements of this total is as 
follows: 

Construction and improvements, 
$32,641,960. Maintenance and ad- 
ministration, $17,773,959, with 
$15,215,500 actually being spent 
for maintenance. 

Thus California will spend more 
than $2 for new road construction 
for every dollar spent in upkeep. 
The maintenanee item comprises 
about one-fourth of the total high- 
way funds. 

Since the state highway system 
includes about 14,000 miles of 
roads, the maintenance sum aver- 
ages $400 per mile per year. Up; 
keep cost of some roads, of course, 
is much less than that of others 
on which travel is heavy. 

Upkeep includes much more 
than just keeping roads in shape. 
In addition, road signs must be 
properly posted, signals kept 
working, anti-hand bill laws 
obeyed, snow removed from roads. 
Painting, beautifications, guard- 
rail work and stripping also comes 
under the maintenance depart- 
ments’s activities. 

Over and above the highway 
allotment from the state budget 
is the $15,234,290 alloted to aid 
California’s unemployed. One half 
of this amount will be used for 
grade crossing separations and 
one half for roads and highways. 
Of the latter half, 25 per cent 
must go to city streets, 25 per 
cent to county feeder roads and 
50 per cent to state highways. 

Even though this highway fig- 
ure seems large, declare officials, 
California traffic is so heavy and 
demands for road projects are sd 
urgent, that state highway author- 
ities find their funds inadequate 
to meet their needs.

Wear Hunting-Fishing 
Licenses Properly 


Much inconvenience is being 
caused wardens of the State Div- 
ision of Fish and Game and 
sportsmen by failure of anglers 
and hunters to wear their license 
containers in the proper manner. 

These licenses are issued in a| 
metal cover furnished with a | 
heavy safety pin and should be 
attached to the outside of the 
hunting coat, shirt or hat. They 
should be folded so that the sig- | 
nature of the license holder is vis- 
ible for inspection along with the 
license number. This permits the 
warden to make a record of the 
name and number so that if at a 
future date the license should have 
been lost the warden will be able | 
to check the number and name | 
from his book and thus cause as 


the hunter or angler. When the | 
licenses are carried in a wallet the 


license holder often forgets to| 
take it with him when he goes on | 
a trip and thus suffers much in- | 
convenience if he falls afoul of the | 
warden. | 

“We wish to enforce the law at | 
all times, but do not wish to un- | 
duly annoy or harass the license 
holder,” said Herbert C. Davis, ex- | 
ecutive officer of the Division of | 
Fish and Game. “I believe that | 
sportsmen will cooperate with our 
men along these lines.” 

Very few cases have been re- 
ported this year where hunters or 
fishermen have failed to take out 
a license. Punishment was certain 
where such cases developed.

spite of the yearning for peace and 
jrighteousness there seems to be a 
lconstant clamor, by lawmaking 
bodies, for larger armies and na- 
jvies. The argument is that na- 
{tions must continue to protect 
their rights through a means that 
\da itself wrong—a paradoxical 
| presentment often promulgated 
'through false propaganda, 

What then can peace-loving in- 
jdividuals do to correct this fals- 
\ity? Every Christian knows that 
‘the solution to all problems can 
\pe obtained through an under- 
standing of the Bible, particularly 
of the teachings of Christ Jesus. 
. In the Scriptures is the com- 
jmand (Matthew 22:39), ‘“Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
\gelf.” Could one love his neighbor 
as himself and hate or wish to 
‘harm him? Could one love his 
\neighbor as himself and contin- 
jually fear and distrust him? Could 
lfear and distrust occupy thought 
together with love? And if we all 
lloved our neighbor as ourselves, 
could there possibly be a desire to 
attack or harm one another? Of 
course the answer to these ques- 
‘tions is forever, No! The solu- 
ticn, then, is to arm ourselves with 
love and to disarm every phase of 
error that would oppose love. 

In Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures Mary Baker Eddy 
writes (p. 29): ‘‘Christians must 
take up arms against error at 
home and abroad. They must grap- 
ple with sin in themselves and in 
others, and continue this warfare 
until they have finished their | 
course.” The only battle possible, 
then, is in individual human con- | 
sciousness, where suggestions of 
hate and distrust of our fellow 
men are to be replaced with love 
and confidence.

RED GROSS REPORTS 
BUSY YEAR AIDING 


DISASTER VICTIMS: 


Tornadoes, Fires, Hurricanes, | 


Floods, Epidemics, Make 
Record of Year 


The American Red Cross assisted 
sufferers in more disasters through- 
out the United States during the 
year ending June 80, 1935, than 
through any similar period in the 
peace-time history of the organiza- 
tion, Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
chairman, revealed recently in com- 
menting on the annual report which 
has just been released. 

“The 128 domestic disasters in 
which the Red Cross extended aid 
during the fiscal year exceeded by 56 
per cent the average over the past 
few years,” Admiral Graygon said. 
“Not only was the period heavy in 
the number of disasters, but the geo- 
graphical distribution was wide, 
with 37 States and 353 counties af- 
fected. 

“Through these disasters and 
times of community distress, the 
Red Cross assisted 110,000 persons,” 
the Admiral disclosed. 

Spectacular service was rendered 
in many disasters because of the 
uniqueness of the problems and the 
far-flung points affected. The work 
of the National organization cov- 
ered in the report carries stories of 
the Morro Castle burning; the 
trench-mouth epidemic in the beau- 
tiful San Luis Valley of Colorado; 
the great fight over a wide front in 
the midwest dust bowl against re- 
spiratory diseases; floods, hurri- 
canes, and tornadoes in many sec- 
tions of the United States. 

In addition to the disasters taking 
nlace within the continental limits 
of this country, Admiral Grayson 
pointed out that work had been 


made necessary by disasters in Ha- 
waii, Puerto Rico, and the Philip 
pines, where 26 disasters were re 
corded in that archipelago. The 
American Society also assisted the 
Red Cross of two foreign countries 


in caring for victims of floods and | 


earthquakes. 

The variation of types of disasters 
called for expert council on matters 
relating to health and nutrition as 
well as epidemic prevention. Last 
year’s work proved the value of the 
structure and administration of the 
Red Cross disaster relief, the Ad 
miral said, the very frequency of oc 
currence and the variety of types 
constituting a severe test of the or- 
ganization chartered by Congress to 
handle this type of National relief. 

Expenditures of the Red Cross for 
relief of persons stricken by disas- 
ters within the continental United 
States amounted to $464,413. In ad- 
dition, $75,000 was sent to the Philip- 
pines to assist them in three major 


relief operations necessitated by ty- 


phoons, $5,000 went to victims of the 
Indian earthquake, and $5,000 to Po- 


land for victims of severe floods. A | 


number of smaller foreign emergen- 
cies called for sums totaling $2,500 

The months of February, March, 
April, May and June were heaviest 
for tornado disasters. Floods oc- 


curred throughout the year. Serious |
